Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has presented arguments 
concerning the combination of Okudaira (USPN 5,459,345) and Chien (USPN 6,001,682) and has stated that the combined structure 
"requests an align margin region" between the barrier layer of Okudaira and the bottom electrode of Chien. However the applicant has 
not presented enough evidence to support this argument; furthermore the claim states that the area of the barrier pattern and the 
electrode need only be "substantially equal." The applicant has presented arguments concerning the conformal properties of the 
capacitive insulating layer (15) disclosed in Okudaira (USPN 5,459,345) and has stated that it "does not follow that shape of the lower 
electrode sidewall." However figure 15 of Okudaira clearly shows that the capacitive insulating layer (15) is formed in full contact with the 
sidewall of the lower electrode. Since it is in full contact with the lower electrode, the capacitive insulating layer meets the term 
"conformal" as defined by the applicant since it "at least has the general shape of or follows the general shape of the lower electrode 
sidewall. Thus the rejection made in the previous Office action stands.
